BREATHLESS I A 

A half-century after its release, Jean-Luc Godard's open- 
ing salvo remains among the moat exhilaratingoffilm 
debuts. His subsequent rejection of narrative, convention- 
al or otherwise, only makes the film's ability to balance 
intellectual inquiry and personal charisma more remark- 
able. With his squashed nose and swollen lips, Jean-Paul 
Belmondo's penny -ante hood looks as if he's gone a few 
too many rounds in the ring, a battered icon of film noir 
masculinity, while Jean Seberg's pixie-cut journalist feels 
like the harbinger of a new era. In her Herald-Tribune 
T-shirt, she’s a living newspaper, a blank sheet ready to be 
rewritten each day. It might have gone unnoticed at the 
time, but seen in the light of Godard’s later fascination 
with the interplay between word and image. Breathless 
ischockablock with textual gags, like the empty packs of 
Lucky Strikes that spell out “Pourquoi" on a bedroom wall, 
or the moment when Belmondo skips out on the check 
by popping out for a newspaper, which he then uses to 
shine his shoes. Infused with the boundless energy of the 
B-movie studios to which he dedicated the film, Godard 
packs it to the rafters with in-jokes and observations, yet 
still finds time for a lengthy bedroom interlude between 
his two stars. Rialto’s restored print is nothing short of a 
revelation, its luminescent black and white glowing from 



THE KARATE KID | B- 

Whether he’s played by a grinning Italian kid from Long 
Island or the precocious corn-rowed spawn of Hollywood 
royalty, the Karate Kid is the hardest person to root 
against in cinematic history That’s why it doesn’t really 
matter that Harold Zwart's reboot of the 26-year-old clas- 
sic is far too long(140 minutes), far too melodramatic and 
far too reliant on fortune-cookie-caliber Eastern philo- 
sophical tenets (so many yin yangs) — the faces, back- 
drops and machinations may be different, but the purest 
underdog tale of them all remains the same.

He’s promptly taken to the cleaners 
by bully ChengIZhenwei Wang), f he pupil of a ruthless 
mart ial-arts in structorIRongguang Yu) who prioritizes 
victory over honor. Jackie Chan, in the Pat Morita/Miyagi 
role as the handyman of Dre's apartment building, takes 
the picked-on youth under his Mao-suited wing, using 
unorthodox techniques to teach his student "real kungfu" 
— skills he’ll need to slice through open tournament com- 
bat against Cheng and his scowling, overgrown buddies. 
Much of the movie is so schmaltz-smeared that it could 
besubtitled The Pursuit of Crappyness, but it’s difficult 
not to at least half-root for Dre, especially since Zwart 
takes every opportunity to remind us he’s a stranger in a 
strange land ( dude, using chopsticks is hard! ). Smith's ge- 
netic charisma and Chan's fun-for-all-ages charm should 
get most audiences hooting and hollering, regardless of 
how derivative the stars' kinship may be. — Drew Lazor 
I Rave ; UA Grant; UARiverview; UA 69th St.)

negotiating a merger with another bank; getting bad debt off its books was in 
Republic First's best interest. That merger deal has since fallen through . Republic 
First CEO Harry Madonna did not return multiple phone calls seeking comment. 

O n a mid-May morning, Barbara Montanez, a soft-spoken woman in 
her 30s, showed up to Room 4B of the Philadelphia Municipal Court 
building looking understandably nervous: Her family was facing evic- 
tion and a judgment for $10,000 for 10 months of unpaid rent and other fees. 

The city’s specialized landlord-tenant court is supposed to help both land- 
lords and renters seek justice more efficiently — but efficiency has an ugly side. 
Failure to be present at 9 a.m., when the day’s roster is called out, usually 
means an automatic default judgment. The landlords or their attorneys are 
usually there. Tenants, especially those without cars, had better hope the 
buses are running on time. 

Critics have long argued that the system favors landlords and facilitates 
evictions. Only a handful of each day’s 50 or so cases are ever heard by a judge. 
Instead, defendants (almost always the tenants) are instructed to try to reach 
an agreement with their landlord (or their landlord's attorney) — a situation 
that tenant advocates say leads to unnecessary concessions by tenants . 

After all, the lawyers know the law; the tenants usually don’t. These lawyers 
are a specialized group of attorneys who appear before the same judges, argu- 
ing the same types of cases, in the same courtroom, day in and day out. And had 
Montanez not secured pro bono legal assistance from Jennifer Kates, a legisla- 
tive assistant in Councilwoman Maria Qumones-Sdnchoz’s office, it’s highly 
unlikely the case would have gone in her favor. 

But she got lucky The day before, Montanez contacted lawyers at Community Legal 
Services of Philadelphia (CIS), who contacted Kates, who took up Montanez’s case. 

That morning, Montanez walked into the courtroom carrying a blue three- 
ring binder filled with photographs documenting the hell in which she’d lived 
for nearly two years. When she and her family — her husband, Juan, and their 
six children — moved into their home on the 2000 block of Elkhart Street in 
August 2008, it was already a dump. The bedrooms didn't have doors, and 
there were entire walls missing in the kitchen. The water heater leaked, as did 
the roof, spilling water along walls when it rained, which, in turn, led to mold. 

The place was a mess, but a man known only as George, a manager for the 
landlord — - Landvest LLP, a Coyle company — promised them the place would 
soon be fixed up. He added a special enticement, the Montanezes say: If they 
paid their rent, $600 a month, for one year, they’d own the place, which the Board 
of Revision oflhxes website assesses at a market value of $20, 400. The agree- 
ment was not put in writing. 

After the Daily News expose, Coyle’s “rent to own" promises became well- 
known to his tenants. But at the time, it seemed like a hell of a deal. 

Before long, the Montanezes say, it became apparent that Landvest had little 
interest in fixing up their place. And after that first year came and went, they 
discovered that the rent-to-own promise was empty. A new management company 
— Apex Property Solutions, run by Robert Coyle Jr. — refused to honor their claim 
to the house, they say. 

The Montanezes stopped paying rent. Anticipating an eviction notice, Juan 
Montanez reported his house's conditions to the Department of Licenses

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and Inspections (L&I). On April 4, 
L&I filed a complaint against KMF 
Associates — a company that pur- 
chased the Montanezes’ house along 
with 16 others for just over $1 million 
from Ralcram LLC, another Coyle 
company, in October 2004 — for a 
litany of code violations. 

A few days earlier, on March 29, 
Montanez and his wife were served 
with the expected eviction notice. So 
here they were, appearing in front of 
Supervising Judge Bradley K Moss, 

Moss, it seems, had a beef with 
Coyle. As the Daily News reported. 
Moss had earlier discovered via a 
tip that Coyle had submitted forged 
rental licenses to his court. And when 
he learned that the Montanez case 
was associated with Coyle, the judge 
demanded to KMF’s attorney to see 
the property’s owner in court. 

That afternoon, Robert Coyle Jr. 
showed up. When Moss asked him if 
he represented KMF, he answered 
affirmatively. 



In Montanez’s case, the rental 
license included in the court docket 
was legitimate. But Kates’ last- 
minute inquiry found open L&I viola- 
tions on the property — something 
the landlords had denied when they 
filled out the eviction complaint. Moss 
dismissed the case. 

It was a victory for the Montanez 
family — which is now seeking other 
housing — but a narrow one. Though 
the Montanezes had a legitimate 
defense against eviction, they almost 
certainly wouldn’t have known it 
without legal help. 

While laws exist on the city’s books 
to protect tenants living in squalid 
conditions, there are virtually no 
mechanisms in place to make sure 
eviction cases are cross-referenced 
with L&I complaints. And if no one 
checks, there’s nothing stopping 
landlords from lying on their eviction 
complaints. 

Nor does anyone check the licenses 
that landlords have to submit to the

ACCESS POINT 

Local punk journeyman Blayer Pointdujour 
bares his soul. By A.D. Amorosi 

A t 29, Blayer Pointdujour has lived several lifetimes inside 
local punk-rock drcles.The Newark-bom/South Fhilly- 
residing vocalist/multi-instrumentalist laughs easily about 
being one of few black guys in a primarily Caucasian scene. 

He drummed for Miss Argentina, recorded with Fugazi/Minor 
Threat producer Don Z, and rocked out with Kid Kreyol and The 
Ghouls (later known as Hate and War). His brand new debut solo 
jawn, the sweet-spirited Access Card, is his most dramatic stuff 
yet: sample-heavy punk and dub, with spacey soul elements. 

Add in his angelic voice and poignant lyrical sensibility and the 
results are akin to Gnarls Barkley meeting Big Audio Dynamite. 
We caught up over e-mail. 

City Paper. I know you commuted from Jersey when you 
were in Miss Argentina. What lured you to the Pliilly scene 
for good? 

Blayer Pointdujour: Around that time my work ethic with Kid 
Kreyol wasn’t syncing up with everyone else’s, so we decided to 
part and I went strong into the scene with The Ghouls. I was liv- 
ing at Sixth and Tasker and met some South Pliilly Punks [his 
capital letters] . Fll never forget the first day. I was walking down 
Wharton with my friend from Syracuse. We saw a bunch of brightly 



colored people grilling on the street, and as we walked past they 
asked us to join them. So we did — that was seven years ago and 
I’m still down wit’ SPP. 

CP: Some of what you’re doing on Access Card stems from your 
Kid Kreyol years, does it not? 

BP: When I was in Kid, I’d play samples between songs. I wanted 
to do something that was 100 percent samples; a completely 
digital project. I can play drums, bass, guitar and piano, so it's a 
cool change of pace to just sing and play samples. Bands are a lot 
of work, dealing with people 
who m i g ht have good or bad 
attitudes. Nowl justsample, 
do a bit of pre-production in 
GarageBand and write lyrics. 
I write a song a week now, 
inste ad of practicing with a 
band and working on a song 
for a month. 

CP: Was making this record 
an accidental/organic thing? 
Or something you needed to get off your chest? 

BP: Organic. I’m 100 percent Haitian and grew up listing to 
gospel kompas when at my Haitian church. So, kompa, or island 
music as I call it, has long been ingrained in me. Kompa isn’t 
popular in America because Haitians like to keep their culture 
to themselves, but I've loved it. I’ve wanted to do a kompa project 
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court to evict tenants. These licenses are doled out by L&I and, in theory, landlords 
must obtain them before renting a property; in practice, they’re often obtained 
just before an eviction. In any event, the licenses aren’t tied to any inspections 
— meaning there’s no systematic process to protect tenants from slumlords. 

In 2006, even as he awaited trial (and an eventual conviction) for corruption, 
former City Councilman Rick Mariano ushered through a so-called “rental 
suitability” law requiring landlords to meet minimum standards — such as 
resolving code violations — before L&I issued them rental licenses. Landlord 
associations sued after Mayor John Street signed the bill into law. In 2008, the 
landlord groups persuaded the new Nutter administration to suspend the law; 
City Solicitor Shelley Smith said the administration wanted to examine it first. 
Two years later, that examination is apparently ongoing. 

e ight months after the Daily News expose, a small army of city agen- 
cies and do-gooder groups — CLS, Philadelphia Volunteers for 
the Indigent Program, the Mayor’s Office of Community Services 
and Office of Housing and Community Development, the city’s Mortgage 
Foreclosure Diversion program and the office of Councilwoman Quinones- 
Snnchez — are trying to work with the banks to keep people in their homes. 

But the effort is nascent. At this point, only one bank, Manayunk-based East 
River, has played ball, buying its properties back at sheriffs sale and selling a 
dozen or so directly to the tenants so far. 

The vast majority of the people and properties remain, eight months after 
the Coyle fallout, in limbo. 

A review of a decade’s worth of deeds, mortgages, lawsuits and other public 
documents by Cily Paper , which has spent months assisting former Coyle ten- 
ants, shows that some properties once owned by Coyle are still being managed 
in apparent violation of city codes. 

Coyle, after all, didn’t conduct his business alone. City Paper talked to a half- 
dozen of Coyle’s tenants who never met him. They instead recall interacting 
with his property manager, George, and Coyle Jr, It was Coyle Jr., they say, who 
showed them their apartments and responded to — but didn’t fulfill — their 
repair requests. 

Public documents indicate that Coyle Jr. operated his own real estate busi- 
nesses — Key Investments and Independent Invest, among others — and that 
his properties, like his father’s, weren’t always up to snuff; His companies 
have been sued scores of times by the city for code enforcement violations and 
unpaid utilities. 

There is evidence that Coyle Jr. not only assisted in his father's business, but 
benefited from it, as well. 

For instance, court records indicate that Coyle Sr.’s companies did in fact take 
on his son’s debt from Republic First, a §2.3 million mortgage on a package of 
properties. Within two years of taking that mortgage, the bank sued Coyle Jr. for 
defaulting. But when Coyle Sr, took out his $6.6 million loan from Republic First 
in 2007, Coyle Sr. effectively assumed his son's debt by adding his son's properties 
to the transaction. The bank subsequently dropped its claim against Coyle Jr. 

Coyle Jr.’s former properties are now among hundreds facing foreclosure (see 
map on p. 16). 

Then there’s KMF Associates LLC, the company that tried to evict the 
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Montanez family. When Coyle Jr. 
appeared in Moss’ court, he claimed 
to represent KMF, which in 2004 
purchased 17 properties from one of 
Coyle Sr.’s companies. 

While a review of deeds shows that 
Robert Coyle Sr. has signed some 
documents as a manager of KMF 
Associates, another name appears 
as a signatory “managing member” 
on KMF documents: Edward G. 
Fitzgerald, an attorney with the 
Center City real estate firm Spector 
Gadon & Rosen, P.C. 

State records list Fitzgerald as 
KMF Associates’ president. His law 
firm’s address, the seventh floor of 
1635 Market St.,is also listed in state 
n documents as the address for KMF 

j Associates LLC. Fitzgerald’s name also 
| appears on deed transfers and loans 
| for Exile Associates LLC — a company 

| with which Coyle Sr. engaged in trans- 

I fers of property in 2006, and which was 

\ successfully sued by the city for nearly 
$20,000 in fines and unpaid utilities. 

I Last month, KMF Associates filed 



three more eviction claims, even 
though it, too, has faced a slew of 
lawsuits brought by the city for more 
than $16,500 in unpaid bills, taxes 
and code violations. 

Repeated calls to Fitzgerald’s office 
seeking clarification on his relationship 
to Exile Associates and KMF Associates 
were not returned. (A reporter who 
showed up at Fitzgerald’s office in early 
June was told that he was unavailable 
all day.) Calls to Apex Management 
went unretumed, as well. 

Perhaps most worrisome to tenant 
advocates is that, even after the Daily 
News report and the specter of Coyle’s 
possible prosecution, many of the con- 
ditions that gave rise to Coyle’s empire 

— and put hundreds of his Kensington 
tenants into an impossible bind 

— haven't changed. Recently, CLS 
attorney Kasetta Coleman was brows- 
ing Craigslist when she saw an ad for 
Kensington properties: “Rent then own 
... we say yes when others say no,” it 
said, in capital letters. “Call George.”

A- ] IF NOT THE best (and it’s certainly among them), Ondine is at least the cul- 
minating movie of director Neil Jordan’s career. Bringing together his penchant 
for fairy tales, which runs from The Company of Wolves through Interview with the 
Vampire and beyond, and the lyrical realism of The Crying Game and The End of 
the Affair, the movie crosses the two in ways that don’t become clear until its final 
reel. Colin Farrell, whose performance likewise synthesizes the best elements of 
previous and less satisfying turns, is Syracuse, a West Cork fisherman struggling 
to support himself, let alone his wife and disabled daughter, on the meager pro- 
ceeds of a life at sea. For him, at least, the fish refuse to bite, until one day he hauls 
in his catch and finds a woman (Alicja Bachleda) 
tangled in his nets, who calls herself Ondine. The 
woman’s rough English provides few clues, but 
her strange, wordless singing makes fish swarm 
around Syracuse, a feat sufficiently rare as to 
seem magical. His daughter theorizes she may be 
a selkie, an ancient British twist on the mermaid 
myth — an idea that grows more plausible as the 
strangeness of her existence sinks in. It's difficult to walk the line between fantasy 
and the real world without straying too far to one side (or simply cheating), but 
Jordan masterfully modulates the movie's tone. Even as Syracuse contemplates 
the impossibility, the mossy textures of Christopher Doyle’s camera work provide a 
tactile sense of the world around him. Even better, Jordan manages to resolve the 
question without ma kin g you feel as if you’ve been led by the nose; you could argue 
that he’s simply exchanged one sort of fairy tale for another. It’s rare these days to 
find movies that can create a believable world or make sense of our own. Ondine 
miraculously does both. — Sam Adams

► IT is ONE of thegreat ironies of the art world 
that so many masters achieve theirgreatest fame 
after death. Not always — Beethoven was the most 
famous man of his time, and his funeral drew 20,000 
mourners to the streets ofVienna— but usually. 
Shostakovich and Ligeti, to name two. were well- 
regarded, if controversial, in their time, but there 
hasbeen an explosion of interestin both composers 
since theirdeath. More recently, the same may be said 
of the work of George Rochberg, a longtime fixture 
of the Penn composition department who (Jed in 
2005atage86. 

Rochberg was an early adopterof serialism, the 
atonal music styleinvented by Arnold Schoenberg, 
and laigelycredited with nearly killingthe new music 
scene by chasing away audiences. Following a per- 
sonal crisis, the death of his son, Rochberg sought 
refuge in music, but according to his own state- 
ments, he was unable tof ind a way to deal wit h his 
grief th ro ugh his own music, and so he slowly began 
the process of redefining his language. In 1 972, his 
String Quartet No. 3 premiered, featuring the rein- 
troduction of tonality into his work, to the horror of 
his academic colleagues Many have since labored 
under the misunderstanding that Rochberg'schange 
in direction wasa stake inthe heartof serialism. It i

“I'm not responsible for your experience of my work," Nao 
informed them. I hope she's around for a few weeks. She's fun. 

The top three works would look fine in any M.FA show. 
Abdi's striking, cartoonish portrait of painter Ryan Shultz 
was singled out by the judges. Another leading contender 
was Mark Velasquez’s black-and-white photograph of Erik 
Johnson as a mock-menacing, tattooed biker-type. 

Top portraitist Miles, whose obsessive, compulsive reitera- 
tion of the fact that he has OCD eventually produced a lyrical, 
photo silk-screened “death portrait" of Nao, improvised 
despite a technical snafu. He earned the win. 

The qualities of the remaining contestants, most of whom 
are realist painters, have yet to emerge. A not-so-subtle bias 
against the oldest artist, Judith Braun, emerged early and 
rather surprisingly. At 62 in a pack of under-40s, Judith had 
the wisdom to be pleased when she was excluded by the 
other women into the only single bedroom. 

We will get to know these people better in coming weeks 
when the challenges will include assembling art from a collec- 
tion of junk, decorating automobiles and working collabora- 
tively. But the show can't automatically catapult the eventual 
winner into art stardom. It cannot guarantee the respect of 
the art community. A lot depends on whether Work of Artis 
perceived as a legitimate testing ground or a kitsch debacle. 



Even ridicule might be a plus for a winner 
who knows how to exploit it. 

So is Work of Art actualiy a work of art? 
The show appears to demystify the pro- 
cess of making art, and getting people to 
enjoy thinking about the field has got to 
be a good thing. 

Already, judges have floated the sugges- 
tion that successful art (like a successful 
television show) should clearly commu- 
nicate something specific or should be 
marketable . This trivializes the potential of 
art; some of the best art, indeed, is murky 
and contradictory. The show is not likely 
to favor artists who are oblique or subtle 
or conceptual. (Those qualities hurt two 
of the bottom three this week.) 

The structure is ideal for a versatile, 
facile, clever person, someone who likes 
to represent people photographically or 
otherwise. In other words, the kind of art- 
ist who would do well in an advertising 
agency. Entertainment trumps profundity 
almost always, butthe best entertainment 
has a core of truth.

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THE WRITING ON THE WALL 

Graffiti pioneer Darryl McCray won’t let himself get forgotten. By Emily Currier 



C ombread is a living legend in our midst, and you’ve probably 
never even heard of h i m . While a 2007 documentary on the 
artist calls Combread the father of modem grai&ti writing, 
his — and Philadelphia's — role in the genre’s development is fre- 
quently overlooked in the local hip-hop community. “It's a culture 
that [Philadelphia] started and walked away from," Combread 
laments. “When I go to New York, I am well-received, well-received, 
much loved. I don’t get that here in Philadelphia" 

Visiting Cornbread, bora Darryl McCray, requires a trip through 
the outskirts of North Philadelphia, to a block where crumbling 
townhouse facades look as if they’ve barely survived a natural 
disaster. Across from the homes are projects lined in a neat row 
and splashed garishly with oversize murals. Combread proudly 
proclaims he was born and raised in Brewerytown — though his 
orig in a l tags popped up all over the city. The walls of his mod- 
est apartment are lined with framed posters and pictures that 
celebrate his stature among those in the graffiti know. Wearing a 
yellow shirt bearing his own moniker, Cornbread amiably invites 
me to take a seat on his coach and cracks open a fat scrapbook 
overflowing with newspaper clippings, film offers, photographs 
and e-mails from art collectors. 

Admitting to a past that includes numerous arrests and prob- 
lems with drugs, Cornbread says he’s come full -circle: He’s now 
a youth mentor who lectures at local universities like Drexel 
and Temple. He receives occasional recognition — he’ll be exhib- 
iting at this weekend’s Art + Soul Food festival in Brewerytown, 
he’s busy organizing the Bomber's Festival, a neighborhood 
cleanup and artist festival set for later this summer; and in 
20 15, hell be part of a Smithsonian Institution exhibit on 
American hip-hop. 

Cornbread began graffiti writing before most better-known 
NYC graffiti artists were even alive, he says. In 1965, Cornbread, 
then 1 1 years old, was sent to a reform school where he picked 
up his alias. (He’d begged the school’s cook to serve cornbread 
like his grandmother used to make. ) During that time, people 
were understandably wary of graffiti, which was typically used 
to denote gang territories. Cornbread found a way to circumvent 
more violent forms of gang initiation: “Gang members used to 
come to me because I was a poetic writer and I used to write poet- 
ic love letters to their girlfriends for them. . . . And when I got out 
[of reform school], I made it my business to go visit every gang I 
was in [juvie] with and drink wine with them. And that was my 
pass to get around the city without getting beat up." 

With the freedom to move between gang territories, Cornbread 
left his mark throughout entire neighborhoods. “The more [peo- 
ple] talked about me, "he says, admitting to the siren song of celeb- 
rity, “the more I wrote.” Unlike gang members or political activ- 
ists, Combread simply wanted to gamer attention with his large, 
scrawling tags “It was a phase that I was going through,” he says. 

“I eventually would’ve grown out of it until the media announced 
mydeath.”He’s referring toa 1971 newspaper article claiming 
that a boy nicknamed “Com," who had been shot dead, was behind 
the “Combread” tags. “That was a prescription for disaster,” says 
the artist, who remembers feeling even more than ever that he 
had something to prove. “I knew what I had to do to bring my name 
back from the dead." 

So Cornbread began coating his name everywhere — all over 
brick walls, subway cars and police vehicles, on an elephant at 
the Philadelphia Zoo, even on the Jackson 5’s private jet. Having

pulled off such ridiculous tagging feats, Combread seemed a natu- 
ral candid ate for the graffiti wall of fame, or at least some recogni- 
tion. Instead, an article published in '71 by The New York Times 
drew the country’s attention to the NYC graffiti scene — and an 
artist called Thki 183. “I am the graffiti writer" says Combread, 
explaining the difference between himself and those who've gar- 
nered more publicity. “The graffiti artist is the one that gets money. 
A lot of artists are worth more in death than in life.” 

Ina medium contested as simple vandalism, only a handful 
of artists — such as Jean- Michel Basquiat and Shepard Fairey 
— have gained professional credibility making graffiti in the U.S.; 
Combread is not among them. (The 1975 film Cornbread, Earl, 
and Me isn’t about the artist, 
nor did the filmmakers ask his 
permission to use his name. ) 

In 2007, he was the focus of 
the feature documentary Cry 
of the City Part 1: The Legend 
of Cornbread. “I thought it 
was important to tell his story 
because he’s a compelling 
person," says director Sean McKnight. “Cornbread’s tale is at the 
heart of the birth ofhip-hop.” 

But the genre pioneer won’t stop there: Cornbread dreams of 
the day when a Hollywood movie with an all-star cast w ill gamer 
him the recognition he feels he deserves and the attention he has 
always craved. According to McKnight, that yen for celebrity is 
well-earned. “What Combread did in the ’60s,”he says, “was to 
bring graffiti into the spotlight so everyone could see it.”

The great Prokofiev 
score, with its wailing discordant undercurrent, hints at tragedy 
even in joyful scenes. 

At this point, Hench and Diana own their roles. They bring 
the full confidence and bliss of their own personal relationship 
— not to mention their significant talents — to this tragic love 
story. Diana became virtually boneless, bending backward in her 
suitor’s embrace; Hench replied physically with lusty, powerful 
leaps and turns. 

Sergio Torrado was outrageously elegant as Tybalt, in com- 
mand of the stage whenever he was on it. Jonathan Stiles 
and Andrd Vytopto v gloried as Romeo’s lighthearted buddies, 
Mercutio and Benvolio, respectively. Gabriella Yudenich turned 
her role as Juliet’s nurse into a fine example of dance acting,

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► DON'T CALL IT A COMEBACK 

If you think there are no second acts in American lives, Sunday In 
the Park with George w ill change your min d. This 1983 show 
followed the biggest professional disaster in Stephen Sondheim's 
career — Merrily We Roll Along, a Broadway fiasco that almost 
ended his collaboration with director Harold Prince. Merrily might 
have finished off a lesser artist. For Sondheim, it spawned a new col- 
laboration, and a musical that takes on nothing less than the need to 
create art — whatever the cost. Sunday is more than a great come- 
back . IFs one of the wonders of modern theater. 

In Act 1, the famous pointillist painter Georges Seurat finishes 
his masterpiece, A Sunday Afternoon on the Island of La Grande 
Jatle, as his life crumbles. HI health, the end of a love affair with his 
mistress, Dot, the jeering reception of his colleagues and the critical 
establishment — none of it will stand in his way. Act 2 brings us to a 
contemporary museum and a new artist named George (this one is 
fictional), who cannily achieves what Seurat couldn’t — commercial 
success — but as with his namesake, happiness seems out of reach. 

Sunday is a dazzling piece of work that’s intellectually rigorous, 
deeply touching and full of glorious melody. Especially delightful is 
the dever interweaving of the two stories (where the same actors 
take on multiple roles), as well as the opportunity to see the art- 
works come to life. 

There’s a lot to admire in the Arden Theatre Co.'s visually 
elegant production, which uses video to revitalize the art. Jeff Coon 
(the Georges), always an appealing performer, is at his considerable 




best dramatically and vocally in the show’s cathartic final moments. 
Elsewhere, the passion and dark introspection of Seurat’s character 
don’t fully register. Kristine Fraelich (Dot/Marie) sings superbly 
but misses some of the charm. The ensemble performers (especially 
Maureen Torsney-Weir) are excellent, and director Tbrry Nolen and 
musical director EricEbbenga are to be praised for re-creating the 
original orchestrations, and keeping amplification to a minimum. 

Most of all, there’s Sunday itself, a show to see and treasure 
again and again. Design. Composition. Balance. Light. Tha nk 
you, Mr. Sondheim. Through July 4, $34-$48, Arden Theatre Co., 
40 N. Second St., 215-922-1 122, ardentheatre.org.

PEACE HEROES 



MAKING PEACE IS hard. Take the case of a young m 
me last fall. He told me ofhis plans to get on a ship to break Israel’s 
blockade. He had to do somethi ng to ease the suffering in Gaza. 

He sounded sincere, though good intentions can take bad turns. 
So, I asked what might happen. 

“Well, the Israeli Navy will probably stop us.” 

“And then?” 

“And then, well ... I don't know.” 

Considering what did just happen in similar circumstances 

— the deception, the deaths and the unjust demonizing of Israel 

— this wasn’t a good way to promote peace. 

Making peace is hard. It takes planning, and it takes courage to 
lay down arms and search for humanity in the heart of your enemy. 

So, blessed ana the peacemakers, about a hundred of whom 
assembled last weekend at Moore College of Art & Design. 
Unrelated to, though in the shadow of, this violence, we spent a 
couple of days planning for peace here at home. 

For hours, we scribbled ideas 
on giant Post-It notes, talking 
and debating — usually peace- 
ably — about a new $80 million 
Envision Peace Museum in 
Philadelphia. 

We were Messed twice, actu- 
ally. First, by Deputy Mayor Alan 
Greenberger, who reminded us 
that “peacemaking is in the city's 

genes" — to say nothing of the actual DNA of many who attended 
from the Quaker community. 

And we were blessed again by Mayor Michael Nutter, who 
offered warm encouragement with a refreshing splash of reality. 

The hundred or so peacemakers came from all kinds of com- 
munities. Our overall goal was to plan a place to showcase the 
heroism of peacemakers, to tell the stories that journalism over- 
looks. “If it Meeds, it leads" hasn't been a formula to promote peace. 
Where media has failed.this museum will have to carry the torch. 

But it soon became clear that telling tales would not be enough. 
Not when the City of Brotherly Love is drowning in hate. 

If we were going to talk the talk, we’d have to walk the walk. The 
Envision Peace Museum could also be a clearinghouse, a Greater 
Philadelphia Peace Alliance, lb go into schools roiling in violence. 
To send "Tbacemobiles” to communities in turmoil. And to cele- 
brate the unsung peacemakers — the mothers, fathers, preachers 
and teachers — who struggle heroically, often in obscurity. 

Nutter arrived as the conference concluded to offer his benedic- 
tion. “We’re broke," he announced, forestalling the hope that the 
city would pitch in financially. 

But when asked if the new museum should get into the business 
of making peace, N utter concurred: “The real work you’ll do will be 
in the streets.” 

Under the thumb of drug dealers who terrorize neighborhoods, 
many Philadelphians can't imagine anything other than violence. 

“When disagreements end with a smack across the face,” said 
Nutter, “that’s all some children learn.” 

Peace is hard. It’ll take planning and the courage of many 
hundreds more.

Read your piece today [Soapboxer, “Message Fail." Jeffrey C. 
Billman, May27].Asyou may or may not know, lam vwrking with the 
coalition that is opposing the soda tax. I would disagree with some 
of your comments. Though you may believe it had merit as a public 
health issue, it was never perceived by Council or media as such. 
It was a revenue grab from day one. The original proposal from the 
mayor had only $20 million of the tax going to public health, with 
$50 million for the budget gap. And then the revised proposal had 
nothing going for public health and everything going to thegap. Also, 
retailers told the mayor it was logistically Impossible to tax soda as 
a standalone product, and his response was he did not expect that 
ratherthey should spread itacrossall products— so where was the 
disincentive to the consumer? Also, the way the tax was proposed 
was arguably unconstitutional and when the tax had connection 
with public health, all legal defenses by the city basically melted 
away. And that is the reason [the Pennsylvania Intergovernmental 
Cooperation Authority] even had problem with the tax. 

If you came to City Council or had m uch exposure to this issue, 
you would know this was a true coalition and grass-roots effort 
Restaurant and bar owners, neighborhood grocers and union 



members ail got together to take this one on. More than 30,000 
Philadelphians have signed petitionsagainst it as well as approxi- 
mately 700 businesses.

ABOUT DAMN TIME 

ON JUNE 2 — just three days after BPs “top kill" maneuver 
to stem the massive oil leak caused by the April 20 explosion of 
its Deepwater Horizonrig failed, and one day after the Justice 
Department announced it was opening criminal and civil investi- 
gations against the company — President Barack Obama finally 
spoke the unpleasant truth undergirding this calamity in the Gulf 
ofMexico. During a combative 40-minute speech in Pittsburgh, he 
told the assembled crowd of small-business owners: “(W]e have to 
acknowledge that there are inherent risks to drilling four miles 
beneath the surface of the Garth, and these are risks that are 
bound to increase the harder oil extraction becomes. We also have 
to acknowledge that an America nm solely on fossil fuels should not 
be the vision we have for our children and our grandchildren." 

There is a good bit of rhetoric here, and it’s not wholly u n l ike the 
rhetoric we saw on the campaign trail two years ago. As another 
campaign season approaches, Obama knows as well as anyone that 
the longer this mess plays out, and the more his administration 
is seen as impotent, his poll numbers will suffer. And, to be sure, if 
there’s one thing this president is undeniably good at, it’s rhetoric. 

So, his speech in Pittsburgh was, through this prism, the opening 
pitch of the White House's political seasoa But his diagnosis of the 
reality is so intrinsically correct that it needs to be seared into our 
collective consciousness: The age of oil must end. 




This is our crisis, too. It’s also our chance to get it right. In the end, 
it won't matter how angry the president is, or how angry the media 
is that he’s not angry enough. It won’t matter which congressmen 
whip themselves into a righteous lather of indignation, or what 
blue-ribbon dog-and-pony show assigns blame where, or how puni- 
tive the eventual punishments are. 

What will matter is whether we seize this opportunity for change 
or let the status quo pull us back into the oil-drenched mire. 

Last year, the House of Representatives passed by a razor-thin 
margin an ambitious energy bill that included a controversial “cap 
and trade” provision, which would cap the amount of pollutants that 
companies can dump into the atmosphere over time. That bill, even 
stripped of that provision, has languished in the Senate . The White 
House has, for much of the last 
year, focused elsewhere. 

But finally, with the BP oil 
spill as a backdrop, the president 
has made his case . At long last: 
“The time has come to aggressively accelerate that transition [from 
fossil fuels] "That means, in short, eliminating tax breaks for Big 
Oil, using that money to invest in clean energies and instituting a 
cap on carbon pollution. 

The energy industry basically owned the Bush White House: The 
latter’s 2005 energy bill granted the former some $14.5 billion in tax 
cuts and reduced royalty payments, including for offshore drilling 
— like in the Gulf of Mexico. It even bequeathed Big Oil $50 million 
a year in research money. According to the Cleantech Group, taxpay- 
ers subsidize energy conglomerates to the tune of between $15 bil- 
lion and $35 billion every year, thank you very much. 

In 2008, the General Accounting Office found that, of 104 jurisdic- 
tions worldwide, only 1 1 received a smaller portion of oil revenue 
than tile U.S. In other words, we’re getting screwed, and screwed

hard — but we’re complicit in our screwing. 

Last year; Obama asked Congress to 
remove $3 1 .5 billion in tax breaks for Big 
Energy; Congress didn’t oblige. Of course, 
this had something to do with the $9 million 
that industry PACS showered on candi- 
dates, and the $175 million Big Oil spent 
last year on federal lobbying. But it had 
more to do with our lack of moral fervor and 
our willingness to dodge the tough choices 
— capping carbon pollution will increase 
energy bills in the short term, especially 
until newer, cleaner alternatives become 
more viable. No way around that. 

Yet, these things need doing. If they don't 
happen, it’s because we’ve chosen to shirk 
the necessary sacrifices. 

In this year’s budget request, the admin- 
istration asked Congress to end $38.8 
billion in tax breaks for oil and gas compa- 
nies. The BP calamity notwithstanding, 
the upcoming fight won’t be easy. Senate 
Majority Leader Harry Reid says he’ll 
press the energy bill this summer, but that 
will be an uphill c l i m b. 

If it fails, well have only ourselves to 
blame.

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hree years ago, Jamie Moffett, a budding documentary 
filmmaker, bought a small, two-story house on East 
WestmorelandAvenue, just a block off Allegheny, 
in Philadelphia’s long-blighted West Kensingt on 
neighborhood, for $50,000, to use as a studio. 

Even before he moved in, Moffett discovered a 
problem — the house next door. It was vacant and 
abandoned, a prime spot for drug dealers and a 
haven for drug users. 

“Out in front, people would use the porch to deal 
drugs, and then in back you could see people go in and out of 
the back door and climb through the back window,” he says. “They’d either squat 
there or use drugs, I assume. It was an abandominium." 

Abandoned properties and crime go hand in hand. Kensington — West Kensing- 
ton, in particular — boasts one of the highest rates of vacant property in the city and, 
not coincidentally, some of the highest rates of drug use, violent crime and murder. 

So, Moffett figured it was in his interest to buy the house and fix it up himself. 
Besides, how much could it possibly cost? 

The house belonged to a company called Landvcst LLP, which had purchased 
it for $8,500 in 1998, and was located right down the street from him on 
Allegheny Avenue. He called to inquire about the property, but Landvest owner 
Robert N. Coyle Sr. seemed uninterested. “He pretty much just threw out some 
number, like, ‘Give me 40,000 and I'll sell you the house as-is.' I thought it was 
totally nuts," Moffett says. 

The average price for a decent house in that neighborhood is about $40,000. 

Perplexed, Moffett began asking around about Coyle to neighbors and a friend 
who worked for a nearby community development corporation. The Landvcst 
proprietor, he was told, had a reputation as a problem landlord who owned a 
small ernpiro of properties in Kensington, many of them vacant or in disrepair. 
There were rumors that Coyle was under investigation, and that Coyle’s office 
had been raided by the District Attorney’s Office. Both of those rumors are true. 

Last October, Daily News reporters Barbara Laker and Wendy Ruderman — 
recent recipients of the Pulitzer Prize — broke the story of Robert Coyle, whom 
they deigned Kensington’s “slumlord millionaire.” They revealed that Coyle was 
under federal and state investigation — sources tell City Paper that a grand jury 
has been impaneled, though it is unclear whether it is state or federal — and 
detailed Coyle's many alleged malfeasances: He ignored his rental properties’ 
horrendous conditions; failed to pay taxes and utility bills, te lling tenants that 
water was included in their rent only to let them find out it wasn’t when theirs 
was turned off; submitted bogus city rental licenses during eviction proceedings; 
and, perhaps most egregiously, told some tenants they were signing “rent to 
own” agreements that would give them possession of their house after they paid 
rent for a specified (and usually suspiciously short) period of time. 

Coyle, the Daily News reported, had also defaulted on millions of dollars in 
loans, leaving hundreds of renters — virtually a small neighborhood’s worth of 
tenants — facing eviction even if they'd paid their rent on time. Eight months 
later, no one’s sure what will happen to them. 

Meanwhile, Coyle’s rise and fall raises vexing questions, both for the future of 
Kensington and other neighborhoods ravaged by slumlords: How could the insti- 
tutions that were supposed to protect the public have failed so miserably? And 
most importantly, could this happen again? 

A City Paper investigation reveals that it could. And it will. And it is.

Coyle operated with impunity for so 
long because the institutions that were 
supposed to act as safeguards instead 
greased the wheels in Coyle’s favor: 
Banks had conflicting interests that 
motivated them to turn a blind eye to 
Coyle’s doings; the city’s landlord- 
tenant court is predisposed toward 
landlords; and the city lacks a system to 
check landlord abuse. Since the Daily 
News report, none of this has changed. 

In fact, some of the players who 
contributed to and benefited from 
Coyle’s operations are still active in 
Kensington. 

C oyle’s whereabouts, activities 
and assets are something of 
a mystery these days — since 
the Daily News story, he has lived 
largely in the shadows and City Paper 
was unable to reach him for comment. 
But he left behind a long trail of pub- 
lic records — deeds, mortgages and 
lawsuits — which tell the story of the 
rise, and fall, of his empire.

For decades, Coyle, now in his mid- 
60s, was a well-known Kensington 
realtor who sold real estate with at 
least one of his sons, Robert Jr., and, 
at one time or another, employed 
many of the neighborhood’s plumbers 
and tradesmen to work on his proper- 
ties. His early companies, Robert N. 
Coyle Sr. & Sons Real Estate Inc. and 
Apple Development Corp., operated 
almost exclusively in Kensington 
and northwestern Port Richmond 
throughout the 1990s and 2000s. 
They often bought properties from 
those leaving the neighborhood and 
sold or rented them to newcomers. 

It was, demographically speaking, 
a brilliant business model. White, 
middle-class families who had been 
sustained for generations by factory 
jobs were leaving in droves ; low- and 
middle-income Hispanics who needed 
affordable housing were moving in. 
Coyle bought houses from McBrides, 
Sloans and Myerses and sold them to

Felicianos, Colons and Lopezes. 

For much of his career, these transactions were straightforward: Coyle 
bought for less and sold, or rented, for more. 

But in the mid-’90s, his business model began to change in a profound way. 
This change coincided with the rise of the housing bubble, as banks came to see 
property not as actual houses with actual people paying actual mortgages, but 
as abstract commodities to be sliced and sold — commodities that, the thinking 
went, could only increase in value. 

In 1996, Coyle began taking out second mortgages on his properties and using 
them as collateral for cash loans. He began bundling his properties: He took out 
a mortgage on five properties from Fidelity Federal Savings and Loan in August 
1996; a mortgage on nine houses from First Executive Bank in January 1997; 
a mortgage on 17 more houses from Republic First two weeks later. And even 
as Apple Development began to rack up debt, another newly formed Coyle com- 
pany — Landvest LLP — bought up more properties as quickly as it could, and 
took out large mortgages on those, too. 

Coyle was, in economic lingo, “highly leveraged.” Yet the banks with which 
Coyle dealt were willing to grant him more and ever-bigger loans. 

The banks contacted for this story — East River Bank, Pennsylvania 
Business Bank (now NOVA), Earths tar Bank and Republic First — declined 
to comment, but there are a few likely explanations why: For starters, Coyle 
didn’t appear to be a bad debtor. He made regular-enough payments on his 
mortgages to satisfy the banks. And as he took out new loans, Coyle was care- 
fill to satisfy previous mortgages. 

On paper, Coyle was a model investor. So long as he had enough money flowing 
in, he could buy more properties that he then mortgaged for more cash to pay 
the mortgages on his other properties. And so long as the checks cleared, the 
banks didn’t seem to care about details of Coyle’s financial dealings. 

After all, they were making money, too. 

a mong Coyle's transactions with the banks, one stands out: a $6.6 mil- 
lion second mortgage he took out in June 2007 with the Philadelphia- 
based Republic First against more than 100 properties — at the time, 
almost certainly the largest of all his mass mortgages to date — and one of at 
least four mass mortgages on which he would later default. 

Why Republic First handed over so much money to Coyle isn’t clear. Even 
putting aside the debt attached to many of these houses in the form of tax 
hens and unpaid utilities, the bank offered Coyle about $56,000 per house in a 
neighborhood where houses often sell for considerably less. 

Most experts contacted for this story chock it up to the housing bubble; the 
Daily News ascribed the banks’ decisions to the “trust” they had in Coyle. 

Both explanations are probably true, but they don’t tell the whole story. 

On Nov. 14, 2008, after it became clear that Coyle had defaulted on his $6.6 
million loan, Republic First sued, seeking to enforce a “confession of judgment” 
clause in his mortgage that would allow the bank to immediately auction those 
properties at sheriff’s sale. 

In December, Coyle submitted an affidavit to the Court of Common Pleas, 
offering his own version of the transaction-gone-bad. In it. Republic First is 
anything but a naive victim.

According to Coyle, he and the bank 
were in talks over a large mortgage 
deal when Republic First “requested 
that [I] take on additional properties" 
— properties that belonged to Robert 
Coyle Jr, , his son, under various com- 
pany names — “which had existing 
debt in excess of [$2 million] ... at a 
price higher than their true value so 
[Republic First] would not have to take 
a write-off” 

In exchange for taking his son's bad 
debt off the bank's hands — records 
show that in 2006, Republic First 
sued Coyle Jr. for $2.3 million — 

Coyle alleges, the bank agreed to steer 
title insurance business to Coyle’s 
company, National Abstract Savings, 
to the tune of $20,000 per month. 
Moreover, Coyle says that Republic 
First intentionally inflated the value 
of his homes to make them seem wor- 
thier of the loans. 

It’s worth noting that Coyle, the 
man making these claims, is under 
investigation for fraud and being sued 



by the very bank against which he is 
levying charges. That said, e-mails 
between Coyle and bank officials sub- 
mitted with the affidavit support at 
least parts of his story. 

In a November 2007 e-mail, for 
example, Coyle’s accountant asks 
about “the title business promised 
before and after the [June 29, 2007] 
closing,” Then-President and Chief 
Operating Officer Louis DeCesare, 
who has since left the company, 
responds, “We have been very slow in 
new loan closings, but I think tilings 
will pick up soon.” DeCesare adds: 

“I thought a good next step would be 
to have you and [Coyle’s accountant] 
meet with . . . me to make sure work 
starts coming your way." 

In January 2008, in response to 
an e-mail from Coyle, Republic First 
Assistant Vice President Ramzi 
Dagher writes, “I am doing everything 
in my power to get you title work.” 

At the time, Republic First was

In Philadelphia, there's Michael Meehan: He’s the longtime 
head of the Republican City Committee and controls 500 or so jobs 
at die Philadelphia Parking Authority (PPA ) — yet the dude 
hasn't been elected by anyone. Instead, he’s the "legal counsel” for 
the Philly GOP. And despite the fact that Meehan's shrouded posi- 
tion makes it nigh impossible to unseat him. Republican insurgents 
keep trying to do just that. 

By the time this paper hits the streets, though, the insurgents 
wil have lost. Wednesday night marks the election of citywide 
Republican leadership by ward leaders, and Meehan's cronies will 
undoubtedly win.

Harold Wilson can’t catch a break. First, he was convicted of a 1989 
triple murder in South Philly that he didn't commit — thanks in 
part to theDAoffice’s ridiculously racist Jury-selection practices 

— and sentenced to death, then held in prisons across the state for 
1 6 years before DNA evidence cleared him in 2005 [News, “The 
Exoneree,” J.F. Pirro, Sept. 14, 2006] . 

And then on F riday, a city official told Wilson, 5 1, he couldn't leave 
his car parked in front of the District Attorney's Office. 

Wilson and 15 other exonerees from across the country had 
gathered outside the DA's on South Penn Square as members of 
Witness to Innocence, an anti-death penalty group. Though 
the South is far-and-away the most lethal -I njectlon-happy 
region of the U.S. — 1,000 executions out of 1,212 in the country 
since 1976, according to the Death Penalty Information Center 

— Witness to Innocence decided to partake of our brotherly love, 
anyway, to try to dissuade DA Seth Will iam s from doling out the 
ultimate punishment. 

True, we’ve only executed three people in the last 34 years, and 
none in the last decade. Also true, we’ve had a de facto moratorium 
in place for years, because six Pennsylvanians, indudingWilson, 
have been cleared after being sentencd to die. On the other 
hand, the commonwealth still has more than 220 souls await- 
ing dates with the gurney — more than all but a handful of states. 
And, moratorium or no, Williams has signed off on a couple of death 
penalty prosecutions since taking office in January. 

“[Williams] has been outspoken about reforms in tire criminal-jus- 
tice system in general and in the death penalty in particular,” says 
Witness to Innocence executive director Kurt Rosenberg. “We just 
want him to deliver on what he said he would do — which is imple- 
menting a more fair capital-sentencing system.” 

Ideally, they’d like him to take the death penalty off the table, but 
that's not heppening. So, they’d settle for Williams seeking capital 
punishment less frequently than predecessor Lynne Abraham, 
because — and they have a point here — death is forever. 

Take Sam Millsap. who as district attorney in Bexar County, 
Texas, in the 1980s, secured the death penalty for Ruben Cantu, 
who was executed in 1992. In 2005, a Houston Ch ronicle investiga- 
tion cast doubt on the veracity of Cantu’s guilt and, Millsap says, 
brought him to an epiphany. 

“Mr. Cantu received what any prosecutor in the country would 
consider to be the perfect trial,” Millsap told the “crowd”(by 
which we mean “a handful of reporters”). “And yet, he was convicted 
because the jury did what we asked thejury to do. And so the 
system worked but it’s not entirely clear that it did.”

Klaber. president of the Marcellus 
Shale Coalition, an industry group that lobbies for 
drillers. The letter appeared Friday morning. Later 
thatday, a Marcellus Shale well In Clearfield County 
exploded, spewing from 35,000 to 1 million gal- 
lons of toxic fracking fluid for 1 6 hours. The well's 
owner, E0G, is investigating — can it be? — the 
blowout preventerand well casing. Another young 
technology goes horribly awry and, yet again, it 
alreadysurrounds us. E0G operates 1 1 7 wells inthe 
Marcel lus Shale — at least one of which contam i- 
nated a different patch of forest in Clearfield County 
In August 2009. when it leaked drilling fluids into a 
forest spring. Some 2,000 new wells are on track 
to be permitted this year alone. The unique thing 
about this particular well? It happened to blow up. 
too. So did another one, on Monday in West Virginia: 
There, a Marcellus Shale well shot out a 70-foot 
tower of flame, burning seven workers.

A pril in Paris has nothing on May in Queen Village. Argue 
if you feel like it, but that will only mark 
your misfortune of having missed out on 
Hoof + Fin’s patio in late spring. Was there a 
better table in town than one beneath the low- 
wattage light bulbs strung up behind this unas- 
suming Argentinean BVO, where the boughs 
of a Japanese maple soflen the whir of an old air conditioner that 
sounds like field crickets in courting season? 

With weather that rewarded short sleeves but didn't penalize 
long ones, the crowd was as pleasantly mismatched as the table 
linens. A white-haired foursome in clothes fit for the opera paid 
at quarter till 8, ambled past an indoor eight-top where three 
children wriggled on their knees and in high chairs, then crossed

If you’re on a first date, 
giving up the first bite 
shouTd get you to first 
base faster than Chase 
Utley facing a 3-0 count. 

A beet salad would have been more aptly named after 
the long stalks of watercress that dwarfed the sweet 
cubes of burnt-orange and crimson hiding at the bot- 
tom of a metal mixing bowl, but for the most part the 
menu delivered just what it advertised. Pork matam- 
bre, a flank cut that’s common in Argentina, came off 
the grill lean and full-flavored astride a dipping cup of 
straight-ahead chimichurri. A whole bronzino rode out 
to the table in nothing fancier than its fire-blistered 
skin. There are good empanadas: spiced beef, or pepper- 
flecked com. 

Barroz takes the occasional creative departure from 
this straightforward fare. Red grapefruit and cilan- 
tro set off ivory slices of fluke carpaccio in a raw-bar 
appetizer that was halfway between coviche and fusion 
sashimi. I could have done without the heavy cloak of 
truffle essence that almost suffocated the bright flavors 
beneath, however. Sangria-braised short ribs were 
topped with an unexpectedly literal surprise: chunks of 
pineapple and melon, with a raspberry off to the side. 
The meat was terrific, and though not everyone wants 
a fruit cocktail on top of braised beef, it brought a cold- 
weather dish into the flavor spectrum of summer well 
enough to recommend ordering it in mid-July. I'd go 
back for it. 

Execution is not as consistent as it should be at prices 
that brush against the upper limit for a casual neigh- 
borhood spot. The $25 arroz a la Gallega was oversalted 
and unevenly cooked — mussels and clams, just fine; 
shrimp, rubbery as pencil erasers and not much bigger. 
A Spanish tortilla under those short ribs was splendid, 
with tender potatoes layering moist cheese. One that 
came with another entree was dry and crumbly. Five 
dollars for an ear of corn is nonsense. 

You 11 forgive and forget that if you order dulce do 
leche panqueques for dessert, though. Eat them fast: 
Molten caramel folded in a griddle-hot crepe doesn’t 
get better than this. If you're on a first date and it’s 
going well, giving up the first bite should get you to 
first base faster than Chase Utley facing a 3-0 count. 
Should it be shaping up to be a last date, think about 
stabbing any hand that wanders within fork range. (A 
tres leches cake across the way would be good cause to 
withdraw your weapon. If it’s just banana bread pud- 
ding, strike.) 

Hoof + Fin is unlikely to knock anyone’s socks off — at 
least not anyone who goes out hoping to encounter some- 
thing beyond good renditions of things they could for the 
most part do themselves. But maybe a home-style res- 
taurant is just what this neighborhood, which last year 
proved unable to support Ansili, has boon wanting. A mix 
of customers spanning about 75 years in age on a random 
weeknight certainly makes it seem that way. 

If you want to join this happy crowd, just be sure to 
choose a cloudless evening, and tablemates who know 
the magic of turning bare fight bulbs and a wheezing air 
compressor into crickets on a starry night.
